Just as Prime Minister Mac- 
millan said a year ago that he 
thought he ought to go to

Why did the Communists 
have to cancel President 
Eisenhower’s visit to Russia 
and resort to such _ violent 
measures in Japan to prevent 
his visit there?

Nations Savings and Loan 


Association’s 


Assets 


Total $66,900,000,000 


The nation’s savings and loan 
associations have continued their 
post-war rate of growth in the 
first six months of 1960, accord- 
ing to the United States Savings 
and Loan League. 

In the first half of this year 
they have increased their sav- 
ings an estimated $3,700,000,000, 
approximately 7 per cent, and 
now hold total savings of $58,- 
200,000,000, the League said. To- 
tal savings at the beginning of 
the year were $54,500,000,000. 

The 1960 savings growth, the 
League said, is running slightly 
ahead of the record rate of 
growth set last year. In the 
comparable period of 1959, net 
savings increased by slightly 
more than $3,500,000,000. The in- 
crease in net savings in the first 
half of this year over the first 
half of last year is 5 per cent. 

“If this pattern continues,” 
eaid W. O. DuVall, League presi- 
dent, ‘‘the chances are that sav- 
ings and loan associations will 
set a new record of savings 
growth in 1960.” 

DuVall noted that while home 
eonstruction throughout the coun- 
try was down approximately 20 


per cent from last year’s record 
pace, savings and loan associa- 
tion home mortgage lending was 
holding up reasonably well. 

In the first half of this year, 
he said, savings and loan asso- 
ciations made an _ estimated 
$6,900,000,000 in home mortgage 
loans, approximately 9 per cent 
below the comparable figure of 
1959. 

“‘However, since home starts 
are expected to rise in the sec- 
ond half of the year, savings and 
loan home mortgage lending 
should reach nearly fifteen bil- 
lion dollars by the close of the 
year,”” DuVall said. 

The savings and loan gains in 
the first half of 1960 have pushed 
up total assets to an all-time 
estimated high of $66,900,000,000, 
more than 5 per cent above the 
$63,400,000,000 asset figure of 
Jan. 1. 

Continuance of this rate of 
gain, DuVall said, indicates that 
the savings and loan business 
will have assets in excess of 70 
billion dollars by the end of the 
year. This would be eight times 
larger than it was at the end of 
World War II.

Employes of the Greater St. 
Louis Savings and Loan League 
established a new record of en- 
rollment in the educational 
classes sponsored by the St. 
Louis Chapter 8, American Sav- 
ings and Loan Institute in the 
second semester of. the 1960 
school year. 


Enrollment in the night school 
classes, held at St. Louis Uni- 
versity, totaled 163 employes 
from 29 savings and loan associ- 
ations. Previous record enroll- 
ment was 147 employes. 


Classes are held by the Sav- 
ings and Loan Institute to pro- 
vide study courses that will help 
the professional needs of sav- 
ings and loan employes. Instruc- 
tors for the courses are experi- 
enced executives and employes 
of the St. Louis savings and loan 
associations.

28 Million 
Families Own 
Their Homes

NEW YORK—Home ownership 
has risen to the highest position 
in the nation’s history, according 
to the United States Saving and 
Loan League. 

It reports in its annual savings 
and joan fact book that 61 per 
cent of all non-farm families— 
some 28,000,000 own their 
homes. That contrasts with 53 
per cent a decade ago and 45 
per cent in 1930, 

Home owners are financing 
these houses with $131 billion of 
mortgage debt which is 11 per 
cent higher than at the end of 
1958 and twice as much as at the 
end of 1953. 

Aggregate mortgage record- 
ings in 1959, according to the 
fact book, amounted to $32,235,- 
000,000. Of this total the savings 
and loan associations led with 
$13,074,000,000 or 40.6 per cent. 
Home mortgages recorded in 
1959 totaled 3,782,000, 10 per cent 
higher than in 1958 

The loan associations found 
that despite the big demand for 
home mortgage credit which 
tightened the money market, 
there was in general an adequate 
supply of funds at favorable 
terms. 

‘While: mortgage rates rose a 
little in common with revisions 
upward in the interest rate 
structure generally,” the fact 
book noted, “‘loans in 1959 tended 
to be made with somewhat long- 
er maturities and _ relatively 
smaller down payments. 

“Strong factors that have en- 
couraged residential construction 
and home ownership in the past 
give every evidence of continu- 
ing in the years ahead.”

100 Years From Lincoln 


If the keynote speech at the Republican 
Natiofial Convention sets the tone for. the 
presidential campaign, the voters cannot hope 
for much rational discussion of foreign policy. 
Representative Walter H. Judd of Minnesota 
made it clear that, if he. has his way, the 
Republicans will run against. Khrushchev. 
Vice President Nixon specifically indorsed the 
address. 

Mr. Judd pictured the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration, which by subtle alchemy at the con- 
vention has become the Eisenhower- Nixon 
Administration, as the only one that has 
refused to “give in” to Soviet leaders. Nat- 
urally, he said, Khrushchev would prefer not 
to negotiate with a Republican President 
whom he cannot take into camp. And to ex- 
plain the fact that in recent years the Soviets 
have increased their power and arrogance so 
alarmingly, he said it was all because the 
Democrats had made too many concessions. 

This is, to put it mildly, a distressingly 
inaccurate version of history, and voters who 
want a real discussion of how the American 
world position is to be restored will have to 
hope that the presidential candidates them- 
selves rise above the levels of convention 
oratory. 

The Republican convention is officially 
billed as the Lincoln Centennial, and Mr. Judd 
paid tribute to the party mythology by re- 
minding his listeners that this is. the party 
of Lincoln, brought into being to wipe out 
slavery. 

Yet as he spoke. the party of Lincoln was 
finding great difficulty in agreeing on a rela- 
tively mild platform promise to advance the 
cause of civil rights for which it once led the 
nation in civil war. 

That the Republicans can get into the same 
kind of dispute over civil rights as the Demo- 
crats emphasizes how much the two parties 
are coming to look alike. Historically and 
politically, this is one issue on which the Re- 
publicans should be able to speak strongly. 
But it will take the combined influence of 
Mr. Nixon and Gov. Rockefeller to strengthen 
the civil rights plank even to the point where 
it will stand comparison with that of the 
Democrats, and it is clear that the party as a 
whole, even if it bows to this pressure, will 
do so against its better judgment. 

If left to itself the party would be much 
more hesitant on foreign policy, defense and 
economic growth than Mr. Nixon and Gov. 
Rockefeller advocate in their 14 points. The 
chances are that the rebellion in the platform 
committee will be put down. But it is the 
rebels, and not the two national leaders, who 
represent the real sentiment at Chicago. 

The keynote speech and the platform fight 
alike must ‘be viewed in the light of the fact 
that presidential campaigns come down, in 
the end, to the candidates. Keynotes are 
meant to rouse the: animals, not to illuminate 
the issues. Mr. Judd followed tradition in 
professional style. Platforms are meant to 
provide verbal formulas to accommodate 
many divergent views. 

The Republicans, like the Democrats, will 
be judged primarily on the record, capacities, 
character and promise of their presidential 
candidate. The platform, over which such 
seemingly desperate struggles are waged in 
convention, will fade in voters’ minds as the 
candidates come into full focus. 


Shepherd Over Speer 

A close contest is in sight for the Republi- 
can nomination for State Representative in 
the county’s Eighth District, a central area 
including parts of Ladue, Kirkwood, Glendale 
and Frontenac. The race is between the in- 
cumbent Charles M. M. Shepherd and Alfred 
A. Speer. Both are young lawyers. 

On balance we would recommend Rep. 
Shepherd's renomination on the basis of his 
one term of experience and. his understand- 
ing of the county’s school financing problem, 
He has worked for equalizing educational op- 
portunities in the county exactly along lines 
recommended by the Metropolitan St. Louis 
Survey. Mr. Speer opposes this approach. 
Evidently he fails to understand that the 
benefits of industrialization to broaden the 
county’s tax base cannot be equitably shared 
in the absence of some such plan as that pfo- 
posed by the Survey, or that children now 
have to live within the shadow of industry 
to benefit financially. from it. 

Rep. Shepherd understands the school 
problem and the need for iegislation to pave 
the wavy for its solution. He is willing to do 
something about it. We favor Rep. Shep- 
herd’s renomination. 


Fair Trade for Cuba? 

Fidel Castro no doubt is trying to play off 
one big power against another in his sugar- 
barter deals with Russia and Red China. 
Seeking greater economic independence of 
the Unite@g States, he is deliberately pushing 
Cuba toward the Communist trade orbit. 
But Havana offers a small and precarious 
fulcrum for such great powers as these. 

Castro's new arrangement with China 
means that he will sell nearly 2,000,000 tons 
of his prospective 5.500,000-ton sugar crop 
to the Communist bloc. When the United 
States bought 3.100.000 tons vearly, such a 
deal would have guaranteed the sale of nearly 
the whole Cuban. production. Washington 
recently cut 700.000 tons off the Cuban quo- 
ta, however, and may cut more in the future, 
so Castro still is not assured a complete mar: 
ket for Cuba’s main export. 


From Cuba’s point of view, it is not so im- 
portant that the Communist sales will involve 
barter on a basis of prices lower than the 
United States pays. The United States paid 
high for sugar, but Cuba used the dollars 
gained to pay high for manufactures from 
the United States. By bartering sugar for 
Communist manufactures, Castro obviously 
hopes to stop the drain on Cuba’s dollar 
reserves, and to reduce dependence on the 
dollar market. 

Economic independence is a primary goal 
of the Castro revolution, and has unques- 
tioned popular support. As one Havana citi- 
zen told an English correspondent, James 
Morris of the Manchester Guardian, “This 
city loaks American, doesn’t it? It smells 
American? Sure it does. This was a dollar 
colony.” . He went on to say that having 
90 per cent of Cuba’s trade going to the 
States was all right, “but 90 per cent, that’s 
imperialism.” 

Economie independence, justly sought, 
would be a goal which the United States itself 
could support for Cuba. Cuba has as much 
right as anybody to trade with Communist 
nations. But as other countries have dis- 


covered in doing business with the Kremlin, 
Communism’s interest in trade often is more 
political than economic. For Cuba, the great 
risk in trading dependence on the United 
States for dependence on the Communist 
bloc is that both economic and political in- 
dependence can suffer in the bargain. 


The Case of the RB-47 


The United States seems at this point to 
have the better of the Soviet Union in the 
United Nations Security Council debate over 
the shooting dowh of the RB-47. The Rus- 
sians say they downed the plane July 1 over 
Soviet territorial waters in the Barents Sea. 
The United States reply is that the plane was 
at all times over international waters. 


To an objective observer, neither nation 
has offered conclusive proof of its contention. 
But Ambassador Lodge says that when the 
plane’s position was Jast monitored, pre 
sumably by radar, thé RB-47 was well outside 
Soviet territory and Was proceeding on & 
course that would mot impinge on Russian 
air space. The ¢rew had the latest in navi- 
gation equipment and Was under instructions 
to stay well away from Soviet territory. The 
British backed Mr. Lodge with the disclogure 
they had independent information to support 
his assertion the plane was never within 30 
miles of the Soviet coast. 


The Russians obviously know exactly what 
happened, but since they have not chosen to 
distlose all the details their version must be 
suspect. And ftmust be doubly suspect in the : 
light of the knowledge that an incident such 
as this is useful to them in their propaganda 
strugele to destroy the United States’s system 
of forward bases. Although Ambassador 
Lodge’s case is not perfect, it is a lot better 
than that of the Soviet Union. 


The United States is on sound ground in 
seeking an investigation of the incident by 
an impartial commission, although the matter 
does not seem to lend itself to Mr. Lodge’s 
alternate proposal that the World Court be 
asked to take jurisdiction. Pressure should 
be put on the Russians to make public all the 
details. Our planes have a right to fly at 
will over international waters, and if meas- 
ures are needed to prevent Russian harass- 
ment, they should be taken. 


Mr. Benson’s Indorsement 


Among the minor political mysteries of the 
day is why Secretary of Agriculture Benson 
should have asserted that Gov. Rockefeller 
would be the strongest Republican presiden- 
tial candidate. Mr. Benson said nothing pre- 
viously to indicate disapproval of Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon, and stated he thought Mr. Nixon 
would support his farm policy. Mr. Nixon, 
on the other hand, has given every evidence 
of wanting to break loose from the unpopular 
policies of Mr. Benson. 


So the result of Mr. Benson’s statement is 
to free Mr. Nixon to draw a line between his 
own views and those,of the Administration 
as represented by the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture. This undoubtedly is helpful to Mr. 
Nixon, who has.said he would offer his own 
farm program after his nomination. What 
will Mr. Benson do in the campaign? The 
notion is advanced that he may remain in the 
Cabinet and continue to preach his gospel, 
thus drawing the fire of Democratic orators 
and taking the heat off Mr. Nixon. 

This seems to us an unnecessarily complex 
approach. Mr. Nixon’s best bet to capture 
the farm vote is to come forward with an 
imaginative program to end costly surpluses 
without destroying farm income. 


Why Not Follow Durham? 


The Sam Iaconetti case showed Missouri 
how precarious is pfesent. legal procedure 
involving questions of insanity in criminal 
casés. The. joint lecture reprinted in today’s 
Mirror of Public Opinion was given prior to 
this case but is pertinent in view of the new 
interest in improving medical testimony. 

Unfortunately, the Missouri Supreme Court 
has refused to adopt the Durham test of 
criminal insanity which the Mirror article 
expounds. In Missouri vs. Goza, 1958, the 
court rejected the Durham Rule on the 
ground that “it fails to give the jury any 
sufficient guide as to what constitutes mental 
disease,” Yet the major advantage of the 
rule is its lack of legal rigidity. It gives med- 
ical witnesses the latitude necessary in their 
complex science for testifying on mental dis- 
ease and its relation to'@ crime. The present 
M’Naghten »Rule, requiring a determination 
of whether a’ defendant knew right from 
wrong, is a totally unscientific guide as to 
what constitutes mental disease. It en- 
courages differences of opinion, as in: the 
laconetti case. 

Missouri's courts, we think, ought to aban- 
don this century-old rule and bring their legal 
procedure into accord with medical and psy- 
chiatric advances. Most psychiatrists and 
many lawyers would agree on this, but if the 
courts do not act, the Legislature may want 
to consider the lessons of the Iaconetti case. 


Red Herring on a Billboard 


“Do You Want To Pay Someone Else’s 
Rent?” Opponents of the Jefferson Barracks 
public housing project are asking that ques- 
tion on giant billboards that mar the county’s 
pleasant scenery. Nobody wants to pay the 
other fellow’s rent, but this is not really the 
issue; it is more of a calculated deception. 

The fact is that Federal income taxes paid 
by county citizens already are paying part of 
someone, else’s rent in public housing in St. 
Louis and other parts of the United States, 
and that situation will continue regardless 
of the outcome of the Aug. 2 referendum on 
J.B. What is more, county voters won’t save 
4 single cent in Federal taxes even if the J.B. 
project is killed. The Federal money will 
simply be transferred for use somewhere 
else. If countians kill the project, they will 
lose an essential tool in urban redevelopment 
and they'll be paying for it anyway. It does 
not make sense to cast a vote that will pro- 
duce that kind of result. 

Ng local money is going into the Barracks 
—unless of course the county falls for the 
billboard nonsense. In that case the people 
will have to pay the costs of abandoning the 
project, which could run to at least $1,000,000 
and perhaps three times as much. But if the 
project is approved at the polls, as it should 
be, it will be federally financed, and there 
would be no question of abandonment costs.

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How the Courts View Insanity 


Attorney and Psychiatrist Discuss Outmoded Legal Boundaries for Medical Testimony

In Missouri, as in practically all 
states and in. the federal courts, the 
so-called ‘‘M’Naghten Rule’ dictates 
the legal test of criminal responsibility 
and insanity. In some states it has 
been established by statutory pro- 
visions but in most it is embodied pri- 
marily in court decisions. 

The background of the M’Naghten 
Rule is important in understanding its 

durability. In 1843,

cation. Two years before he had asked 
his father to put a stop to the perse- 
cution that was raised against him. 
He thought spies were following him. 


Lord Chief Justice Tindal, who pre- 
sided at the trial, submitted a charge 
to the jury on the question “whether 
on the whole of the evidence you have 
heard you are satisfied that at the 
time the act was committed .. . he 
had not that competent use of hi§..un- 
derstanding as not to know that ‘he 
was doing, by the very act itself, a 
wicked and wrong thing.” 

Following the trial, considerable de- 
bate ensued in the House of Lords and 
it was determined to take the Opinion 
of the learned Law Lords of England 
on questions relating to the defense of 
insanity in criminal cases. It was in 
answer to the questions that the judges 
announced that: 


“To establish a.defense at the time 


of the committing of the act . 4, the 
accused party was laboring underssuch 
a defect of reason from disease of 
the mind as not to know the nature 
and quality of the act he was doing, 
or if he did know it, that he did not 
know he was doing what was wrong.” 

In addition to the M’Naghten Rule, 
some 17 states have accepted the doc- 
trine of ‘“‘irresistible impulse.” 
doctrine states that in addition to be- 
ing able to know right from wrong, 
an individual must be able to adhere 
to the right or to resist doing a wrong- 
ful act.

Doee*in State vs, Pike (New Hamp- 
shire, 1869) announced that the rule 
was ‘‘whether an individual has a 
mental disease and whether the crim- 
ina] acts charged are a product of 
that -disease.”’ | In a, celebrated de- 
cision: by the Federal Court of Appeals 
in the District of Columbia on July 1, 
1954, the now famous Durham case 
was decided. Judge Bazelon stated 
that the rules were to be simply, first, 
whether the individual was suffering 
from a disease or mental defect, and 
second, whether the crime was a prod- 
uct of such a mental disease or defect. 


The Durham Rule was held by many 
psychiatrists to be a magnificent step 
forward in resolving. the. difficulties 
encountered when a psychiatrist was 
‘required to make his testimony con- 
form to antiquated notions of mental 
processes. It was also denounced by 
other psychiatrists, and by many 
prosecutors, as a step backward. 
There were dire predictions as to an 
increase in criminals seeking to es- 
cape just punishment through spurious 
pleas of insanity aided by over-liberal 
interpretation. (Durham, however, was 
convicted; M’Naghten was acquitted.) 


_ Judge Bazelon pointed out, however, 

that juries have always made moral 
judgments and have tended to deter- 
mine guilt or innocence quite apart 
from any specific rule expounded by 
the judge. It was hfs belief that the 
Durham Rule would permit the psychi- 
atrist to testify with greater’ latitude 
as a medical expert,

Had it not been for this, it is poss!- 
ble that the views of Dr. Isaac Ray, 
in his book ‘‘The Medical Jurispru- 
dence of Insanity’’ (1838), might have 
catried the day. Recently published 
correspondence indicates that Dr. Ray 
was the inspiring influence that led to 
the New Hampshire test of insanity. 


Tn 1913 a distinguished group of psy- 
chiatrists and lawyers, including the 
late Adolph Meyer, Morton Prince, 
William White and others, recom- 
ménded passage of legislation with 
this test: ‘‘No person suffering from 
mental disease shal] hereafter be con- 
victed of any criminal charge, when 
at the time of the act... he did not 
have, by reason of such mental dis- 
ease, the particular state of mind that 
must accompany such an act in order 
to constitute the crime charged.” 


With approval, the Medical Legal 
Bar Association of the Pennsylvania 
Psychiatric Society noted that mental 
illness is not a constant quality, that 
the bill espoused no particular legal 
theory, that it eliminated any legal 
definition ®f insanity and did not em- 
ploy the word, and that it separated 
the legal and medical functions of the 
trial. The bill left it to the judge to 
define the law to the jury, and to the 
jury to fit the facts as related by the 
expert to the case. 


Criminal responsibility is a legal 
question and rules for its determina- 
tion are inevitably based on legal 
principles. Mental disease is a medi- 
cal problem and can be established 
by the testimony of qualified physi- 
cians. It is the function of the jury 
to apply the rule of law laid down by 
the judge to the medical testimony and 
to arrive at a verdict.

Stan Musial gave the Cardi- 
nals the lead when he socked 
one of starter Bob Friend's of- 
ferings against a light standard 
atop the pavilion roof in the sec- 
ond inning. It was The Man’s 
ninth circuit blow of the year. 

A former Redbird who never 
has forgotten that the Cards 
once traded him for Bobby Del 
Greco, Bill Virdon, tied the 
score at 1-1 when he homered 
in the sixth. 

Rocky Nelson in Picture. 

Pittsburgh went ahead in the 
seventh when Rocky Nelson— 
don’t those discarded Redbirds 
ever forget—led off with a sin- 
gle and scored later on Bill 
Mazeroski’s hit. 

Manager Solly Hemus made 
use of his vast array of bench 
strength in the last half of the 
same inning, however, and tied 
the score.

SOUTH RHODESIA 
CALLS RESERVES, 


O RITERS KILLED 


BULAWA‘’O, Southern Rho- 
desia, July 26 (UPI)—Mobs of 
Negroes rampaged through their 
settlements for the third day 
today. The government ordered 
a nation-wide call-up of white 
reserve troops 

Eight natives were reported 
killed and 60 injured, five of 
them shot fatally. by police to- 
day—the first time police have 
opened ire on the rioters since 
they began an orgy of pillaging 
and looting on Sunday. One 
European was reported killed 
but there was no confirmation. 

The deaths broke the 60-year 
record of Southern Rhodesia 
which had boasted that no Afri- 
cans had ever been killed in ra- 
cial disturbances. Three of the 
victims today were killed by 
whites defending their stores in- 
side the riot-torn Negro settle- 
ments. 

Violence flared again today 
when 7000 Negroes gathered on 
a football field and refused to 
return to their jobs until three 
arrested Nationalist partv lead- 
ers were freed. The crowd broke 
up into gangs which roamed the 
Negro settlement. 

A few Africans, drunk from 
raids on beerhalls, were report- 
ed roaming the countryside near 
the European sections but white 
and native troops, supported by 
armored cars and riot police, 
protected the European section 
of the city. 

An all-out attempt to end the 
rioting today began with a ma- 
jor show of force by police and 
army troops who moved through 
the streets of the Negro area. 
Later police and troops began a 
house-to-house search. 

About 45,000 whites waited un- 
easily behind barred doors, the 
anti-white riots in the nearby 
Congo fresh in their minds. 

About 140,000 Negroes live in 
the sprawling townships here. 
However, it was believed most 
of them were as much distressed 
by the violence as the whites. 
Troops reported turning back 
| hundreds who tried to get out of 
the townships. Small groups of 
terrified Africans huddled be- 
tween the townships and the city. 

The trouble erupted Sunday 
in the wake of round-up of na- 
tive political leaders in Salis- 
bury. A mob of 7000 natives 
tried to seize control of the cen- 
ter of the city but was beaten 
off by police in a day-long battle.

Something like this was in the 
minds of a 12-year-old Califor- 
nia boy’s parents recently. A 
year ago his teacher at a one- 
room country school called on 
the California State Polytechnic 
College for help. ‘‘He’s too much 
for me,” the teacher said, “TI 
can’t keep up with him much 
less teach him.”’ 

The boy is a genius with an 
IQ of 186 (normal is around 100) 
but he thinks it is perfectly nor- 
mal for.a boy of 12 to solve cal- 
culus problems with the ease of 
a computer. He is so gifted that 
the college and a Los Angeles 
manufacturer have installed a 
scientific laboratory in his home 
to enable him. to carry out his 
research, 


The father has insisted on 
maintaining his son’s ano- 
nymity to prevent any emo- 
tional problems stemming from 
publicity about his brilliance. 
Meanwhile, the boy keeps go- 
ing to his one-room school 
while two college professors 
coach him in math and elec- 
tronics at home.

about the best kind of schooling 
for the budding or established 
genius in their home can expect 
no clear cut answers from edu- 
cators. Most believe that the 
gifted child should be detected 
as early as possible, perhaps 
even during his pre-school years. 
But there the agreement ends. 

How best to develop a gifted 
child’s special skills? 

One group of educators be- 
lieves in special schooling, con- 
sisting of an intellectual fare 
stronger than could be digested 
by the average public school 
student. The prodigy would study 
with other gifted children in 
special schools. 

Other educators believe that 


such emphasis on gifted chil- 
dren is too much like pressure. 

They are opposed to whisking 
these youngsters through school 
and university in record time. 
And they are against telling 
them in effect, ‘“‘You are tomor- 
row’s leaders. The fate of the 
nation is in your hands.” 

“Force-feeding sometimes de- 
feats its purpose,”’ is their argu- 
ment. 

Recently a study on the child- 
hood pattern of genius conclud- 
ed that the mass education of 
America’s public school system 
had the effect of suppressing 
genius. The study, made by 
Harold C. McCurdy, phycholo- 
gist of the University of North

Carolina, was published by the | 
Smithsonian Institution. It ex- | 
amined the childhood experi- | 
ences of 20 geniuses estimated 
to have had intelligence quo- 
tients of 160 to 190.

McCurdy conceded that he had 
gathered no details of the ge- 
nius’ early life, ‘‘such as nurs- 
ing and weaning and toilet train- 
ing to which psychoanalysis has 
attached so much importance.” 


But he contended that he 
had found evidence of these 
behavior patterns that were 
common to the 20: 

1. As children they received 
a high degree of attention and 
love from their parents and 
were in constant association 
‘with adults. 

2. They were isolated from 
other children and formed 
close association with only a 
few of their brothers and sis- 
ters. 

3. As a result of these two 
behavior patterns, they ex- 
perienced rich fantasies. 


Public schools, McCurdy said, 
have the effect of reducing all 
these factors to a _ minimal 
value. 

Remarkable educational pro- 
grams had been laid out for 


these geniuses by their parents. 
However, he concluded that 
genius was not to be envied. It 
is rather a costly gift, he said, 
and only three of the 20 studied 
enjoyed marriages ‘‘both freely 
contracted and happily sustain- 
ed.” 

The geniuses studied included 
philosophers John Stuart Mit) 
Pascal and Jeremy DBefrchasx, 
poets Alexander Pope, and Al- 
fred de Musset, and statesman 
William Pitt the younger, who 
was Prime Minister of England 
at 25. 

Researchers have also dis- 
posed of the myth that child 
prodigies are likely to burn out 
young and land in the human 
junk pile. A study of 300 men 
and women of genius found that 
almost all of them had been 
unusually perceptive children 
even when they had not appeared 
to be. 

Author Oliver Goldsmith was 
pronounced by his earliest 
teachers to be “dull, stupid, a 
heavy blockhead.” Actually his 
teachers were too obtuse to un- 
derstand him, at home he was 
writing with surprising skill. 


A 9-vyear-old Polish boy, 
Josef Hofmann, gave a piano 
recital in Berlin 75 years ago. 
Among those who crowded 
around him and congratulated 
him was a rising violinist. 
“You have definite talent, my 
boy,” the fiddler said serious- 
ly. “Work hard and you will 
go far.” 

Such was the earnest advice 
of 10-year-old Fritz Kreisler. 


Voltaire composed verses as 
a child and at 10 could out-argue 
learned adults on almost all 
subjects. 

The late Dr. Lewis Terman of 
Stanford University devoted his 
life to probing children’s intelli- 
gence and the effect of natural 
gifts on mature life. In the early 
1920s he picked a group of 1500 
Californian children with IQ’s 
of 140 and over, and patiently 
followed up their careers. 

More than 70 per cent entered 
professional or business careers 
and were earning almost twice 
as much money as the average 
of their classmates. The‘ rate 
of mental illness, alcoholism and 
divorce among the 1500 was far 
below the average. 

If Kenneth Brown and the un- 
known Californian boy can sur- 
vive the din of arguing educa- 
tors they have a good chance of 
being happy. adults.

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There are many causes of “‘blackouts’”—momentary loss 
of consciousness which can occur without a person actually 
fainting or collapsing. This type of problem as a rule is in- 
deed annoying and may be serious, and it can, of course, be 
embarrassing. 


Some blackouts are mild convulsive disorders— 
often what we call the petit mal type of epilepsy. 
(The grand mal type involves the violent seizures.) In 
the petit mal type, the attacks are very brief and 
sometimes extremely numerous. For example, an in- 
dividual with petit mal may halt in the middle of a 
sentence for a few seconds, then go on and complete 
the sentence, sometimes not even realizing the pause 
has occurred, 


Another type of blackout can be due to changes in cir- 
culation. There is a sensitive spot in the neck which, in cer- 
tain people, can cause a slowing of the circulation. A tight 
collar, or looking over the shoulder can touch off this sort of 
thing. (It is called an “‘irritable carotid sinus,” that being 
part of an artery serving the brain.) 

Another cause is a slowing of the heart action due to a 
“heart block,” or interference with the impulses causing the 
heart beats. This is called Stokes-Adams Syndrome. In older 
people with hardening of the arteries, blackouts can result 
from narrowing of the carotid artery. 

Still another is what we call ‘‘postural hypotension,” or 
moments of low blood pressure which occur when one is 
changing position, from sitting or lying down, to standing. 
This can occur in young as well as old people. 

Some of these blackouts (or other blackouts which may 
have nothing in common with any I’ve just listed) may. be 
triggered by other conditions. The menstrual cycle, since it 
brings extensive physical changes (fluid balance in the body, 
glandular activity, etc.) as well as psychological stresses, is 
a not-unusual factor in women. Fatigué and emotional dis- 
turbances also are common factors in blackouts. 


Treatment, hence, varies. If there is a suspicion 
of petit mal (preceded, perhaps, by a head injury or 
severe infection which may have occurred so far back 
that you can’t remember it) the use of one or another 
of the anti-convulsant drugs sometimes puts an end to, 
or lessens frequency of, the blackouts. If the black- 
outs are primarily related to the menstrual cycle, 
some of the newer medicines to prevent “water-log- 
ging” of the system at that time may help. 


If circulatory or other disturbances are the apparent cause, 

‘ still other special drugs may have a place in treatment to 

minimize the trouble. Age, sex, condition of arteries and 

other elements, you see, often need to be taken into account 

to track down the cause, and then the treatment, when black- 
outs are troublesome.

The same difference as the pressure with which 
water spurts from a faucet, and the amount of 
“hardness” in the water. In other words there’s no 
connection. The two can occur in the e person 
but one does not cause the other. Low blood sugar 
refers to the amount of sugar in the blood. Low 
blood pressure refers to the tension under which it 
is pumped through the body. “Low blood pressure” 
usually refers to a systolic pressure below 100.

I wish we could report at the same time that we are 
spending as much money trying to build up the various 
avenues to peace—particularly the United Nations, which is 


our main hope. 


We were indeed fortunate to have the U.N. functioning 
when from every side there came news of. the disruption of 
law and order in the Congo and Premier Nikita Khrushchev’s 


threat to send in troops if anyone else did. 


Fortunately, with the U.N. functioning and as able 
a man as Dag Hammarskjold as its secretary gen- 
eral, this organization took prompt action, and we can 
now hope that things will move along smoothly in 
the Congo. This will be difficult, however, because 
even though fhe U.N. force has removed the threat of 
various and sundry troops descending on the area, it 
must be kept at a strength that enables it to keep 
order, and this will require help from nations through- 
out the world.
